Antioch taxpayers will pay $5.90 per 
$100 property valuation this year, ac- 
cording to tax rate schedules just re- 
leased by County Treasurer Garfield 
Leaf. This year's rate is 23 cents 
loivcr than that of last year, whidi 
was $6.13. 

Tlie tax rate this year will be dis- 
tributed as follows: County — .45; 
county bond — .05; town tax — .42; road . 
and bridge— .33; high school— $1.25? 
village— .97; village bond— .33; grade 
school (Dist. 34)— $2.00; library— .10. 
It will be noted from the above that 
the rate for the maintenance of local 
schools is ?3.25, more than 55% of 
the total rate for all purposes. 
High School Spends $35,513,86 
During the last fiscal year ending 
July 1, 1938, expenditures for the local 
high school (Dist. 117) toUlled 
$35,513.86. Expenditures from the 
building fund accounted for $3,151.45, 
land $32,362.40 was spent for teachers* 
salaries, and miscellaneous cost of op- 
eration, all taken from the educational 
fund. The tax levy for the year was 
$36,000.00, $7,000.00 for the building 
fund and' $29,000.00 for the educational 
budget. The indicated deficit in this 
fund was made up through state and 
federal aid for the agricultural and 
home economics departments and in 
tuitions from non-high school dis- 
tricts, and other tuition-paying stu- 
dents.

The very backbone of Americanism is tiie inahen- 
able right of self-expression of the individual— the citi- 
zen's right to free speech.

"—After the Horse Is Stolen" 

There isn't much comfort to be found for the tax- 
layer in the official Washington announcement that no 
increase in the National debt limit will be sought at this 
session of Congress. 

As Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau so well 
put it — it is just about as comforting as a padlock on 
the stable door after the horse is stolen. 

The National debt is now at the $40,000,000,000 
level. The present legal limit to which it can grow is 
$45,000,000,000. Current budget estimates will carry the 
debt to within an eyelash of the $45 billion figure by 
next year. 

Even if a new limit is not sought at the next ses- 
sion of Congress there is not much to cheer about in 
the present situation. The debt has to be paid, and it 
can be paid only through taxation. 

But there is no assurance that a higher debt limit 
will not be asked for next year.

HOMEMAKERS FIND 

CLEANING AIDS CAN 

BE MADE AT HOME 



Houseclcaning hints already are go- 
ing out to Lake county homcmakers 
as a result of one of the new home 
bureau studies started Friday at Lib- 
crtyville, reports the home adviser, 
Mrs. Helen Johnson Volk, of Grays- 
lake. 

Miss Gladys Ward, home managc- 
Tiicnt specialist of the College of Ag- 
riculture, University of Illinois, in 
meeting with a group of 19 homcmak- 
ers who arc serving as county local 
leaders, advised all women to start in 
making houseclcaning plans immedi- 
ately. 

Much time and labor may be saved 
by doing some of the odd jobs now 



and by preparing In advance a num-' 
ber of the supplies needed in cleaning, 
the specialist ^id. Recipes suggested 
by the specialist are to be distributed 
at the forthcoming unit meetings. 

Among homeaiiadc cleaning supplies 
to lighten the houseclcaning task, arc 
soap, polishes for furniture, woodwork 
and silver and other metals, water sof- 
teners and wax. 

Homcmakers were advised to pro- 
vide ample storage space and contain- 
ers for the materials they make. Tur- 
pentine and oils are inflammable and 
should never be exposed in a room 
with open fire or flame, Miss Ward 
cautioned. Cleaning cloths with oil or 
turpentine should be kept in closed 
metal contaiiiers away from all fires. 
Cleaning supplies such as cloths, 
brushes and containers should be 
cleaned before storing away, not only 
as a safely precaution, but to have 
them ready for use at a later date. 
Replacement of worn-out supplies 
promptly will reduce the time and 
energy in cleaning. 

The lesson on "Homemade Clean- 
ing Supplies and Their Use" will be 
given by local leaders at all the Home 
Bureau unit meetings in April. Mrs. 
Volk will give the minor lesson on 
"Interesting Places to Visit in the 
Great Lakes Region."

Swino pox, OS It la called, chlofly af- 
fects young plga ami growing ahoats. 
The pox appears on the halr-frec por- 
tions of the body, especially on the 
belly, snout and arm pits. ' At first the 
spots are the size of a pea, then they 
blister, and nnnlly lorm a crater-like 
ocabbed sore, the typical pox lesion. 
SwIno pox also oppearn aouietlmes on 
brood sowB, pox sores developing on 
their udders and teats. In these cases, 
suckling plga develop sore mouths, and 
starve. 

Farmers ehould be cautious about 
Introducing new pigs Into a herd, 
and should always Isolate them for 
a tow weeks. The buyer should de- 
mand a certincafe of veterinary In- 
spection when new pigs aro pur- 
chased. Poxy plga should never be 
sold lo neighbors, as the dlseaso Is 
Very contagious. 



Prompt attention by q veterinarian 
will greatly reduce lossea from swine 
pox, If treatment can ho started when 
the first spots or blisters begin to ap 
pear.
